And all the ſnowe of Rhodope did at that pꝛeſent melt, 
The like outrage mount Dindymus,atid Mime, and Micale felt, 
Cychc1onbozne to ſacred vſe, with Oſſe and Pindus hye, 
And Olymp greaterthan them both did burne exccliuely, 
The palling cold that S citlue had defended not the ſame, 
But that the barren C. uc aſus was partner of this flame. 
And ſo were eke the airie Alpes and — 
Fon all the cloudes continually their tops do hide, 
Then whercloeuer Phaeton did chance to caſt his vew, 
The wozld was all on flaming fire: the bzeath the which he d2ew, - 
Came ſinoking from his ſcalding mouth as from the ſeething pot. 
His chariot alſo vnder him began to war red hot.

Foz Tayais in his deepeſt ſtreame did boile and ſteme apaſe, 
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Old Pene and Cay cus of the countrie Teuthramie, 
And ſwift Iſmenos in their bankes by like miſfo2tune frie. 

Chen burnd the Pſophonian Erymanth, and (which ſhould burne againe) 
The Tron Xanthus and Lycormas with his yellow vaine. 

Meander playing in his bankes ape winding to and fro, 

Migdonian Melas with his waues as blacke as any ſlo, 

Eurotas running by the foote of Tenare bopled tho. 

Then ſod Euprates cutting though the mids of Babylon: 

Thenſod Orontes andthe Dchythianſwift Thermodoon, 

Then Ganges, Co'chian, Pliaſis, and the noble Iſter, 

Al and Spareliius bankes withflaming fire did gliſter,

They thzew the collars from their necks, and bzeaking quite a ſunder 
The trace and harneſſe flang away: here lay the bzidlcs, yonder

The ſhiuered ſpokes of bzoken wheeles: and lo at enerppace 
Thepeeces of the chariot tozne lay ſkrowed here and there. 

But Phatton (fire pet blaſing ſtill among his yellow heare 

Shot headlong downe, and glide along the region of the aire, 

Like to a ſtarre in winter nights(the weather cle re and faire) 
TAhich thoug h it do not fall indeed, it falleth to our ſight. 

Cahome almoſt in another wozld and from his countrie quite 
Theriuer Padus did receiue and quench his burning head. 

The water-nymphes cf Italie did take his carcaVe dead 

And buried it yet ſmoking ſill, with loues thꝛee fozked flame, 

And wzate this cpitaph in the ſtone that layvpon the ſame:
